READY FOR POLAR VOYAGE. 


Members of the Ziegler Expedition Soon 
Will Sail to Join Their Ship 
at Tromsoe.

BOSTON, Mass., March 5.—Capt. Edward 
Haven of Lynn, first officer of the Zieg- 
ler polar expedition, with the Boston mem- 
bers of the party, left here to-day for New 
York, where they will join the others of 
the expedition preparatory to sailing for 
Europe. Capt. Edwin Coffin of Edgartown, 
who is to have charge of the exploring ves- 
sel, the America, was in conference with 
Mr. Haven during the day. 

The sailors are practically all old whale- 
men who know the difficulties of ice trav- 
eling. The party will sail on the Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Grosse and proceed directly to 
Hamburg. From Hamburg they will go to 
Tromose, where the America is awaiting 
them, arriving about March 30. The Amer- 
ica should be ready to sail June 30. 

‘“‘How far do I expect to get with the 
ship?" asked Capt. Coffin. ‘1 don’t know, 
but I will drive her north as far as it is 
possible. I expect to get as far as 82 de- 
grees, and perhaps further. That will be 
from 480 to 500 miles from the pole. 

“Open sea I don't take any stock in. In 
my opinion the water shoals up as you go 
north, and the whole polar region is flats 
and shallows, covered with a solid mass of 


fce, frozen from the surface to the land 
underneath.”’

WEIRD MYSTERY OF 
A WOMAN IN BLACK 


Her Actions Keep Tenants of 
Three Blocks Awake Nights. 








Janitor’s Astonishing Encounters with 
the Beautiful Stranger—Role of 
a Man with a Cab. 





Three apartment’ houses in West One 
Hundred and Fourth Street have had sleep- 
less nights for a fortnight over a myster- 
ious woma.a whom the neighborhood knows 
as the ‘“‘ Black Ghost." Clarence, janitor 
at 138, which is‘just half way between Co- 
lumbus and Amsterdam Avenues, is in a 
State of semi-nervous collapse. Dr. Coale of 
the same number is incapacitated for work 
by his long vigils, and for many days the 
unsolved problem of the weird stranger has 
caused a regular nightly sentry to be sta- 
tioned on the block by the curious resi- 
dents. 

The police of the West One Hundredth 
Street Station, having been informed of the 
fortnight’s occurrences, acknowledged them- 
selves puzzled beyond hope of recovery. 
They say they are sure the woman in black 
is up to some-desperate game the like of 
which has never figured in the annals of 
crime, but what it is they cannot even 
guess. The circumstances are such that 
the detectives, both amateur and profes- 
sional, have been driven to despair. Here 
is what has happened: 

On or abou: Feb. 20 one of the apartment 
dwellers at No, 188 chanced to arrive home 
as late as A. M. As he entered the 
glass storm doors he was startled to find 
himself. face to face with a tall feminine 
shadow. 

‘“‘I beg your pardon,” a soft voice began. 
“I have lost my key. I’m visiting Mrs. 
D—-—, ou the second floor. It's great luck 
you happened to come along to let me in.” 

Without hesitation the man opened the 
door and stood aside while the woman en- 
tered.

This was the state of affairs last Monday 
night, and the watchers were rejoiced to 
see the cab act enacted again at 8 o'clock. 
They did not interfere. It was the plan 
to wait for the late return, call in the of- 
ficer on the neighboring police post, and 
force a confession from at least the woman, 
and from the man as well if they could 
catch him on the stoop, 

But from that day to this neither the cab, 
the man, nor the woman in black has been 
seen in West One Hundred and Fourth 
Street. Whatever the game was, it had 
been won or lost. 


JEWEL THEFT ON STEAMSHIP. 


Charles W. Pigeon, Sailing from Boston, 
Sends Word Back to Port of a 
$3,000 Robbery.

CYCLE RECEIVERS TO GO ON. 


To Wind Up Now, They Report, Would 
Deprive Stockholders of $1,900,- 
000 in Sales.

TRENTON, N. J., March 5.—Judge Kirk- 
patrick issued an interlocutory decree to- 
day authorizing R. Lindsay Coleman, Al- 
bert A. Pope, and John A. Miller, receivers 
for the American Cycle Manufacturing 
Company to continue the business for a 
period of three months after March 11, 
1903, on which date the receivers were 
first ordered to report. 

In their petition for this extension of 
time the receivers state that when they 


were appointed the only available funds 
amounted to $20,528.87, that since, from the 
sale of product and from _ other sources 
they have received $1,212,635, including the 
$50U,000 borrowed on receivers’ certificates; 
that $1,149,570 nas been expended for mer- 
chandise and pay rolls, $47,407 for insur- 
ance, taxes, rent, &c., leaving but $3,uy0 
available for the conduct of the business.

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BURDICK MURDER CLUES 


Buffalo Police Not Yet Ready to 
Make an Arrest. 








Mrs. Paine, Whose Name Has Been 
Mentioned in the Case, Makes 


a Statement. 





BUFFALO, March 5.—No arrest was mado 
in the Burdick murder case to-day. Al- 
though the police and the District Attorney 
are convinced that they know the identity 
of the murderer, they are not yet prepared 
to act. They are keeping a close watch, 
however, on a house in the Elm Street dis- 
trict, in which the suspected woman lives. 
Every precaution will be taken to see that 
she does not escape. 

Mrs. Seth T. Paine of 492 Elmwood Ave- 
nue, whose picture was found in Burdick’'s 
den, has made a statement to the District 
Attorney. Her name has frequently been 
used in connection with the investigation 
into the murder. Her- home has been 
searched, and she has been questioned by 
the authorities. While in Mr. Coatsworth's 
office the cabman who met a loné woman 
on Ashland Avenue on the night of the 
murder was taken into the room. 

Mrs. Paine said: ‘‘l1 know absolutely 
nothing of the murder of Mr. Burdick. I 
have no idea who committed it. I have 
no theory as to who did it, or how it was 
done. 1 simply know nothing at all about it. 

““My maiden name was Gertrude BKar- 
nard. I am twenty-nine years old. 1 came 
trom Albion, Orieans County. My father 
Was an kpiscopal minister. Later | moved 
to North onawandu. At that time Dr. 
Paine Was not a dentist, but he was work- 
ing in ‘‘Yonawanda. We were’ married. 
Since then he became a dentist, and now 
practices in Batavia, coming home usually 
at least once a week. We nave one child, 
a giri:of seven years. She is now living 
with me. 

“* Both my husband and I knew the Bur- 
dicks. | Yes, we also know the Pennells and 
the Warrens. Mrs, Warren formerly lived 
in Buttalo, and we were well acquainted. 
1 know nothing of the divorce actions of 
Mr. Surdick aud Mrs. Burdick. My name 
has not uppeared as a co-respondent in any 
action for divorce by Mrs. burdick against 
Mr. Burdick. ‘There is no reason whatever 
why it snould. 

“My husband and I have visited or called 
on the burdicks, and they have called on 
us. 1 do not recall having called on them 
without my husband, and | am positive 1 
never cafled alone on Mr. Burdick at_ his 
house, or the past two years 1 do not 
think Dr. Paine and | have called regularly 
on the Burdicks. 

“ The last time I talked with Mr. Burdick 
was last Thursday, (the day before the 
murder.) It was over the telephone. On 
Wednesday night he called up on the tele- 
phone and asked me about a matter that 
Was purely social and did not reiate in any 
Way to an appointment. I told him I would 
let him Know the next day, and on Thurs- 
day 1 did call him up on the telephone. 
This was shortly after noon, 1 think. We 
had a brief conversation, and that was the 
last time 1 talked with him. I did not see 
him thereafter. 

“f had dinner as usual at my home be- 
tween 6 and 7 o'clock on Thursday evening. 
I did not go out of the house after dinner. 
Some. peaple live in the. house with, us. 
One of them is the young woman named 
Mrs. Cunningham. She is not my maid. 
She is employed down town and works for 
a living. She knows that I did not go out 
after dinner. She had a caller on Thurs- 
day evening and they sat chatting in her 
room. : 

“After dinner I went into the parlor and 
read the paper. I took some water up to 
her room, knocking on the door and at 
that time she and her caller were sitting 
chatting. After leaving them I went to 
my room. 

* Before retiring I sat for about ten min- 
utes with my little girl while she played 
and scrawled on a blackboard. Then she 
went to bed, and soon afterward I retired. 

‘I slept as usual and awoke as usual on 
Friday morning. I positively was not out 
of my house between dinner on Thursday 
nigHt and breakfast on Friday. I passed 
no one on the street, for I was not on the 


Except those in my house, no one 
saw me and | saw no one.” d

I ask your special attention to the treaty 
with the Republic of Colombia securing to 
the United States the right to build an isth- 
mian canal and to the treaty with the

rhe great and far-reaching importance of 
these two treaties to the welfare of the 
United States and the urgent reed for their 
adopticn requires me to impose upon you 
the inconvenience of meeting at this time, 

b THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 

White House, March 5, 1903. 

When the Chamber was called to order at 
neon there was a riot of color in feminino 
dress in the galleries and a sea of flowers 
on the floor. Swaying masses of roses 
towered above nearly every desk. Many 
of the seats of the mighty were filled to 
overflowing with sheaves of roses, and 
some of the most distinguished men in ths 
country were for the time being lost sight 


of in the floral tributes that surrounded 
them. 
The return to the Senate of Arthur P. 


Gorman of Maryland was responsible for a 
lurge part of the floral demonstration. Not 
only his desk, but three or four chairs and 
desks in his vicinity were filled with the 


baskets and bouquets that had been sent 
to him. In the galleries were hundreds of 


Mary!anders to testify to him their loyal- 
ty. Mr. Hopki of Illinois was another 
new Senator who was eclipsed by the flow- 
ers that banked his desk. 

The most interesting feature of the day 
was the swearing in of the new and the re- 
elccted Senators. They were cxv)ied up by 
President Frye in groups of four from an 
alphabetical list embracing old and new 
ulike. Four absences were notable. Mr. 
Ankeny of Washington, it was announced, 
was ill at his hotel. Mr. Clarke of Arkane, 
fas was not In Washington. Senator Gal- 
linger of New Hampshire had been called 
to Michigan. William J. Stone of Missoufi 
was “not present.” ’ As the name of @ 
Senator to be sworn in was called he ad- 
vanced on the arm of his colleague, with 
the single exception of Senator Platt of 
Connecticut, whose colleague, Gen. Hawley, 
is ill at home. ‘Senator Aldrich escorted 
Mr. Platt to the desk. 

I'resident Frye, for the third time since 
he assumed the gavel as the President prv 
tem. of the Senate, administered the quali- 
{ving oath. He had it committed to mem- 
ory, and the spectators evidently were in- 
terestec to hear it as he rolled it forth in 
clear, sonorous tones. Prior to 1868 Sen- 
ators simply swore to support the Con- 
stitution of the United States. The form of 
that oath, from 1789 down to soon after 
the civil wer, consisted of only a dozen 
words To-day it ran in these words: 

You do solemnly swear that you will support 
and defend the Constitution of the United States 
against all enemies, domestic and foreign; that 
you will bear true faith agd allegiance to the 
same; that you take this obligation freely, with- 
out any mental reservation or purpose of evasion, 


and that you will well and ‘faithfully discharge 
the dutiss of the office on which you are about 


to enter. So help you God. 
There were few, probably, among even 
the Senators themselves who realized as 


they heard the words how they came to be 
in the form of the oath. 

TWO VENERABLE SENATORS. 

The first name to be called was that of 
the senior Senator of the entire body, Mr. 
Allison of Iowa. Senator Pettus, who has 
rounded out his eighty-third year, and will 
be eighty-nine if he lives to the end of the 
term on which he to-day entered, is the 
oldest man in the Senate, but Mr. Allison 
is the Senator oldest in service. There was 
enthusiastic and instant applause as the 
name was heard and was continued until 
Mr. Allison reached the desk of the pre- 
siding officer. President Frye good-na- 
turedly ignored the applause for a time and 
then remarked significantly: **‘ The Chair 
is lenient to the galleries to-day,’’ at which 
there was another outburst. 

When the ceremony of swearing in the 
Senators was over the presiding officer re- 
minded them that now there must be novo 
demonstrations of approval as the Senate 
entered on the business of the session. 

Applause greeted the sturdy form of the 
venerable Senator Pettus as he went up to 
the desk. He and his equally venerable 
colleague Mr. Morgan, recognized the oath, 
and’ it no doubt brought to mind for the 
instant a flood of memories. The applause 
hardly had stopped when Mr. Spooner of 
Wisconsin strode forward on the arm of 
Mr. Quarles, who towered a head above 
him physically. As the Wisconsin Senator 
stood at the desk and as he walked back to 
his seat, and even after he had settled into 
it, the galleries applauded, 

There was especial interest to se Mr. 
Smoot, the Senator from Utah and apostle 
of the Mormon Church, take the oath. In 
the room of the Commitfee on Elections 
there rests a big bundle of papers, which, if 
believed, would make it/appear that this 
was not the first solemn oath Mr. Smoot 
had taken, and that another one binds him 
in allegiance to the Church and against his 
counties But of all this there was not a 
ripple. 

Telese the programme of administering 
the oaths had been entered on Senator 
Hoar, the former Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Elections, which is the tribunal be- 
fore which all such issues must come first, 
arose and referred to the constitutional 
procedure of administering oaths to the 
new Senators. He said that if there were 
any other procedure the result would be 
that a third of the Sengte might be kept 
out of their seats for an indefinite time on 
the presenting of objections without re- 
sponsibility and never established before 
the Senate by any judicial inquiry.

This 
would add to the ill-feeling, and there is 
no telling when the agitation would stop. 
I am a Virgnian myself. I was born in 
New Martinsville, which is now in West 
Virginia.” : 

The design for the statue will have to be 
determined upon after Gov.

Receives Letter from a Woman Who 
Claims to be His Wife and Parts 
from Another Woman Who 
Bears His Name.

EAST ORANGE, N. J., March 5,—Lieut. 
William Henry Hill, Military Instructor and 
Professor of Mathematics in the University 
School and Military Institute in this place, 
who on Wednesday was shown a letter from 
a woman in England who said she was his 
wife, left town that day, and he has not 
been heard of since. Mrs. Hill, who was 
married to him on Thanksgiving Day last, 
is in her home at 2 Terrace Place, almost 
frantic with grief and under the care of a 
physician and a trained nurse. 

Lieut. Hill said when he left that he in- 
tended to go to New York to secure evi- 
dence to prove that the woman in England 
was not his wife, and Mrs. Hill refuses in 
her lucid moments to belleve him guilty, 
and maintains that he will eventually prove 
that he is innocent of the charge against 
him. Many other persons share her con- 
fidence, and they refer to Lieut. Hill's 
position in society and his excellent repu- 
tation as a basis of their belief. 

The woman who declares that she is the 
first and lawful wife of Lieut. Hill is Mrs. 
Emily H. Hill of Warrington, England. She 
says that she has been seeking fora clue as 
to his whereabouts for the past four years. 
In desperation she wrote to The New 
|; York World, stating her case and asking 

for assistance in locating the Lieutenant. 

The letter was dated Feb. 12 last, and it 

came from ‘Lamb Brook Cottage, Grap- 


penhall Road, Stockton Heath, Warring- 
ton, England.’" In part the letter read:

At Mrs. Hill’s home it was said that she 
was under the influence of opiates. 

“She does not believe that Mr. Hill is 
guilty,” said a friend who lives in the 
house, “‘and neither do we yet, and we 
won't until it is proved. Mr. Hill has not 
been away from home a single night, ex- 
cept last night, since he was married. To 
the poor little woman up stairs, far away

blow. She is the only daughter, and is the 
pride of her father’s heart. Her father has 
been stricken by paralysis, and I fear that 
this will kill him when he hears of it.

The new Minister asked after Minister 
Bowen anxiously. He desired to know if 
it was possible to meet him before sailing 
for Venezuela. He thought the best thing 
that could possibly happen to him would 
be the sailing of Minister Bowen and him- 
self on the same ship.

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LIEUT. HILL DISAPPEARS | FIRE PANIC IN THE 
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STURTEVANT HOUSE 


Terrified Guests in Night Clothing 
Rush to the Street. 








Thieves Work on Upper Floors While 
Flames Rage Below—Two Men Ar- 
rested by Squad of Police. 





Fire discovered beneath the condemned 
old. Sturtevant House at 5:30 o'clock yes- 
terday morning threw the 200 guests into 


panic, and for a time seemed likely to 
forestall the doom of the once famous 
hotel. Nobody was hurt in any of the 


thrilling scenes which transpired along the 
tangled corridors, and the employes seem 
to have retained their coolness and to 
have done efficient work in bringing the 
terrified guests to the street. Thieves 
worked clamly on the upper floors while the 
fire raged below. 

There was cxcitement i: a lesser degree 
in the Gilsey House, Jus: across Twenty- 
ninth Street, where the guests, awakened 
by the police «as a precautionary measure, 
cruwded to tecir windows watching the 
fluines and the turmoil of their neighbors 
and the well-dccted effarts of the firemen 
and }v'ice, 

Thomas Grecty, a hackman, of 268 West 
Forty-cighth S:reet, was driving past the 


hotel, when he noticed smoke rising from 
the store at the Twenty-ninth Street 
co™ner of the buiiding, which is occupied 


by the Atlantic City Information Bureau, 
and saw thut the tiny deadlights in the 
sidewalk were glowing fiercely radiant with 
the glare of pent-up flames beneath. He 


‘Yeaped from his box and rushed into the 
lobLy. 

“The hotel's on fire!’’ he shouted to 
Night Clerk William R. Flanagan, who 
had just been booking some early arrivals. 

Instantly Flanagan turned in an alarm 
to the department from the special call 
behind the desk, and with another move- 
ment set the fire gongs going throughout 
the house. The attachés rushed to the 
office for orders, as they had been trained 


to do. 

**Get the people out as quickly and _ quiet- 
ly as you can,” said Flanagan, and each 
man started for his particular section to 
do his bidding, passing, as they hurried on, 
groups of patrons barefooted and in their 
night clothes, running and falling over 
each other in their efforts to get down 
stairs, 

Quickly the firemen responded, but by 
the time they arrived every hall and open 
room was filled with smoke. With axes 
they smashed one after another of the side- 
walk bull’s-eyes and turned = streams 
through the holes. The first effect was a 
roaring sheet of flame in the store which 
seized upon everything inflammable. The 
fire, smoke, and steam rolled through the 
shattered windows, and up the facade of 
the old hotel. 

Suddenly a shrieking woman with a baby 
in her arms threw up a window on the sec- 
ond floor and leaned far out. It was plain 
that she meant to jump, and there were no 
nets spread. Some of the _ spectators 
groaned, others shouted. One of the fire 
officials in a megaphone voice commanded 
her to go back. She heard the tone of 
authority and obeyed it. Her name was 
not learned. High up on the front fire 
escape another white-gowned woman ap- 
eared making her way slowly and pairn- 
ily down. It was Rose Stuart, an actress, 
who chose this way to the stairs, and she 

yas the only one. She reached the side- 
walk safely with the assistance of police- 
men who went to meet her. Then she be- 
came hysterical.

TWO WOMEN KILLED AT A FIRE. 


Two women lost their lives and ten fam- 
ilies were placed in dire peril through a 
fire which started shortly before 4 o'clock 
yesterday morning on the second floor of 
the five-story tenement 339 East Seven- 
tieth Street, and swept through that floor 
and the third and fourth, where the fire- 
men stopped it. 

These killed were Mrs. Ellen Vail, fitfy- 
five years old, a widow, who was burned, 
and her daughter Lizzie, twenty-two years 
old, who leaped from the front window of 
their home on the fourth floor.

The cause of the fire is unknown, but 
the indications are that it started in the 
hallway.

Mayor“Low’s Assurances to a 
2 testing Delegation. 








All Amending Bills Introduced Declared 
_ Unsatisfactory—Joseph Barondess 
Tells of Conditions in the 
Tenements. 





Mayor Low made the announcement yes- 
terday that the city would oppose all the 
bills for the amendment of the tenement 
house law so far introduced at this session 
of the Legislature. This statement came as 
@ surprise to many east side residents who 
appeared before Mayor Low yesterday to 
make a protest against changes in the ten- 
ement house law. The Council Chamber 
Was crowded when the hearing began. 
‘Henry W. Levinson, representing the 
Downtown Ethical Club, said that the poor 
people in the tenements did not want the 
law changed so as to deprive the tenement 
dwellers of the light and air space provided 


at present. He said: . 

**In your contemplated vast improve- 
Ments for bridges and tunnels you are 
@pening up localities for the tenement 
house dwellers, but don’t send them to 


hévels. If these proposed laws are passed 
you will place our tenement house dwellers 
@t the mercy of speculators and builders 

r whom it is a question of dollars and 
cents, while with us it is a question solely 
ef morals. The present tenement house 
eenditions will be intensified if the proposed 
laws are adopted.” 

.Mr. Blumberg of the East Side City Club 
said that the signatures of 300,000 people 
could be obtained against the amendments 
proposed to be made to the tenement house 
law. He said that one of the changes pro- 
vided for cubby holes 8% feet by 8% feet 
without light and air. 

Joseph Barondess, the labor leader, said 
that the condition of life in the east side 
temements was deplorable.

KELLOGG ARRESTED AGAIN. 


Charges of Conspiracy to Defraud by 
Selling Stock—Under Sentence 
in the Dean Case. 


Fresh trouble has come upon James B. 
Kellogg, who has a sentence of seven 
years and six months in Sing Sing Prison 
confronting him because of his connection 
with the transactions of E. 8S. Dean & Co. 
He was arrested yesterday morning in his 
offices on the twentieth story of the Park 
Row Building by Post Office Inspector Lit- 
tle and Deputy United States Marshals Mc- 
Aviney and Blake. The warrant obtained 
by Little charges him with conspiracy to 
defraud and with using the mails for fraud- 
ulent purposes. 

The prisoner was taken before United 
States Commissioner Shields, who held him 
in $2,500 bail for examination on March 31. 
He is under bail aggregating $40,000, while 
the higher courts are considering his ap- 
peals, and many of the bonds he met by de- 
positing cash. The Commissioner, instead 
of committing him to Ludlow Street Jalil, 
when the new bond was not forthcoming 
immediately, paroled him for twenty-four 
hours in the eustody of Abram 5S. Rose, 
his counsel. Miss Isabella K. Harlam gave 
the bond required, pledging the property 
at 133 West Thirty-secend Street, valued 
at $7,500. Her brother, who accompanied 
her, was in Kellogg's office at the time of 
his last arrest. Charles Pearson was named 
also in the complaint. 

Selling stock in companies that he or- 
ganized, it was said, was Kellogg's latest 
scheme, including a brand-new concern 
known as the banking tirm of E. Rice & 
Co., also of his creation, that will lend 
small amounts on the worthless securities 
of the other nebulous concerns. In that 
way he was able to get hold of the securi- 
ties again, it was said. 

The names under which Kellogg and 
Pearson have operated, according to the 
complaint, are ‘Consolidated Oil Com- 
panies of California,’”’ ‘‘ American Penny 
igxpress Company,” ** International Wheel, 
Tire and Rubber Company of New Bruns- 
wick, N. J."; ‘*‘ Knickerbocker Loan and 
Security Company,”’. ** Col. George Edward 
Wileox,”” bonds and bankers’ securities; 
“Charles Pearson & Co., export report- 
ers, 14-150 Ann Street, New York,’’ and “* H. 
Field & Co.’’ Appended to the complaint 
are letters addressed by ‘Col. Wilcox ”’ 
and *‘ Pearson & Co.’ to S. H. McComber 
of 6,546 Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, ad- 
vising the purchase of stock in some of the 
concerns named and giving them high rat- 
ings and describing their imaginary prop- 
erties and prospects in glowing terms. 
There were two men, the Post Office peo- 
ple say, whe under the name of Wilcox 
worked with Kellogg up to a few months 
ag. 

The transactions of E. 8S. Dean & Co. 
reached people in all walks of life. Samuel 
Keller, formerly an _ associate, turned

re-election. In the Street the story was 
that Mr. Keene had definitely and finally 
turned bear, had concluded his “‘bull agree- 
ments’ with the larger financial powers, 
and was in for a long bear campaign. Mr. 
Keene himself was not down town during 
the day-—has not been down for some weeks 
—and at his offices no information could be 
had. There is reason to believe, however, 
that he was a heavy seller of stocks, but 
that his bearishness is only temporary.

Generally, closing prices were at ‘about 
the lowest of the day. on transactions in- 
volving nearly one million shares of stock. 

In the outside market the conditions were 
similar to those which existed in the Stock 
Exchange market. With few exceptions 
prices showed more or less substantial de- 
clines, the losses in some cases amounting 
to more than three points. The most con- 
spicuous issues were the new bonds of the 
United States Steel Corporation, which 
were traded in to a very large extent on 
a constantly declining market. They sold 
as low as 88, and the closing price showed 
a net loss for the day of 3% points, This, 
added to the 3% points decline which oc- 
curred on Wednesday, makes a total loss 
of 7 points since the announcement that 
the plan under which the bonds are to be 
issued will be carried to completion. 

Among the curb stocks, the most promi- 
nent was Northern Securities, which lost 
two points on the sale of 10,000 
shares. In other parts of the list the net 
changes were much smaller, and the trans- 
actions confined to relatively small 
amounts. In the active issues the closing 
prices were practically the lowest of the 
day.

CHICAGO, March 5.—Bull manipulation in 
corn received a heavy blow to-day when 
the commission appointed some time ago 
to consider “ kiln-dried’’ corn decided to 
make no change in the rules regarding its 
With kiln-dried corn deliver- 
able on contracts, if otherwise good enough, 
the local elevator concerns can dry out the 
No. 3 corn, so abundant this year, and 
bring it up to grade.

* How could be ordered before 
the men are organized or demands even 
formulated?’’ he said. *‘ There is no idea 
of a strike. Herman Robinson, general or- 
ganizer of the American Federation of 
Labor, has been co-operating with me in 
organizing the men. No demands are con- 
templated now, and none will be made for 
some time until the men are thoroughly or- 
ganized. This union will be a local of the 
Amalgamated Association, and its num- 
ber will be designated at the head office 
in Detroit. I will remain here probably for 
a few days yet.” 

Regarding the surface railroad men, he 
said that as soon as enough applications 
for membership were received, a meeting 
would be called and the surface railroad 
men would be organized as a separate local. 
There was no intention at present, he said, 
of trying to organize the employes of the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company.

MORE SAVINGS BANK BILLS. 


Accounts with the Idea of Forcing 
Up Interest Payments.

ALBANY, March 5.—Senator Frawley 
leading a savings bank reform crusade.

| from carrying in so-called defunct accounts 
i funds that should really be a part of their 


surplus, or from underestimating the value 
of their stocks or bonds which go to make 
up their surpius. 

“The bill providing that the surplus of 
a savings bank shall not exceed 10 per cent. 
of the deposits has for its object the pre- 
vention of the accumulation of great sur- 
pluses by savings institutions and the 
temptation to extravagance which their 
affords to the managers of the 
institutions, and also is intended to raise 
the interest rate which these banks pay 
to the depositors. 

These institutions now pay 3 and 314 per 
cent. to depositors. The money of the depos- 
itors is loaned by them for 5and6 per cent. 
If they were compelled to give to the de- 
positors all of the profit beyond that neces- 
sary to maintain a 10 per cent. surplus and

Vague Railway Bill Is Denounced 
in the Senate. 


Vestibule Bill Is Amended — Pensions 
of Teachers Discussed—Pullman 
Passes Mentioned.

ALBANY, March 5.—“This is the 
blindest bill which has been before the 
Senate in a hundred years,’’ was the com- 
ment of Senato.s Brackett upon the meas- 
ure introduced by Senator Goodsell relat- 
ing to consents fer street surface railroads 
When it was called up in the upper house 
to-day. 

“If there is any specific case where 
there is a desire to validate old consents,” 
continued Senator Brackett, ‘‘it would be 
infinitely better to have a special act for 
that purpose rather than seek to accom- 
plish that result by a measure with pro- 
visions so general in character that no one 
can just make out what the bill might do.” 

Mr. McClelland offered an amendment 
that no old@#/consents of a railroad already 
in operation should be revived. Mr. Good- 
sell said fhat such an amendment would 
practically \kill the bill. 

“If there is no Ethiopian in the bill,” 
retorted Mr. McClelland, ‘‘my amendment 
would do no harm.” 

After some further talk Mr. Goodsell 
asked that the bill be laid aside. While 
he says that it is intended to apply to a 
railroad company in Rockland and Orange 
Counties, it has been bruited about that the 
measure would have the effect of reviving 
a lot of old consents which the Interurban 
Street Railroad Company of New York 
City is anxious to have revived, notably 
an old consent to lay tracks on Ejighty- 
sixth Street. 

When Senator Barnes's Street Car Ves- 
tibule bill came up in Committee of the 
Whole its author introduced amendments 
exempting Buffalo, where cars are fully 
vestibuled, and providing that penalties 
shall be collected in an action brought by 
the Attorney General in the name of the 
people, the collections to be devoted to the 
benefit of the poor in the county con- 
eerned. The amendments were accepted, 
and the bill will come up for final passage 
to-morrow. 

“The whole system of pensioning teach- 
ers is foreign to our system of govern- 
ment,’’ said Mr. Armstrong, when Assem- 
biyman Landon’'s bill removing from the 
town school pension law the requirement 
of twenty-five years’ “ continuous” serv- 
ice came up. 

Mr. McClelland stoutly defended the bill, 
declaring that in his locality was a woman 
teacher who had served twenty-nine years. 

Mr. Grady sought to discuss Pullman 
passes which legisiators cannot use in con- 
sequence of action by Assemblyman Lan- 
don, but Mr. Armstrong indignantly de- 
nounced the attempt to “ laugh the bill up 
or down.

REGULATING THE PRACTICE OF 


MEDICINE. 

A bill is now pending in the Legislat- 
ure of Pennsylvania which appears to 
offer a perfectly satisfactory basis for 
the settiement of disputes and conten- 
tions among the several schools of med- 
ical practice by placing them all on an 
equality before the law. It provides that 
all persons who shall profess to diag- 
nose or treat disease or injury “ by any 
method whatsoever” shall be licensed, 
and that the condition of such license 
shall be the passing before a Board of 
Medical Examiners constituted by the 
State of a satisfactory examination in 
anatomy, physiology, pathology, and di- 
agnosis, or present satisfactory evidence 
of having passed such examination be- 
fore a in another State 
having equally stringent requirements. 

This seems to be entirely just and 
perfectly proper. The new law, if en- 
forced, wouid exclude from medical 
practice by any system or method those 
not qualified by education to practice the 
healing art intelligently and in the light 
of knowledge gained through centuries 
of empiricism in disease treatment; also 
those with no knowledge of the human 
body, and unable to diagnose the symp- 
toms which reveal the nature of disease. 
Beyond that the law has no right to go. 
If a man or woman with proper qualifi- 
cations to decide wisely and act intelli- 
gently in the sickroom deems it consist- 
ent with the interests of the patient to 
practice alopathy, or homeopathy, or 
osteopathy, or hydropathy, or even hyp- 
notism, that is a matter of judgment— 
subject to revision by the courts only on

OYSTERS AND TYPHOID. 

The edict of the Emperor WILLIAM 
banishing British oysters from the im- 
perial larder and substituting Dutch and 
Danish oysters in place thereof will 
doubtless have an important influence in 
closing the German markets against a 
prized delicacy. Why any one should 
consider the diminutive and “ coppery "’ 
English oyster a delicacy, at home or 
abroad, is inscrutable to Americans. 
But doubtless Britons do. Very likely 
the Emperor’s action will tend to create 
a prejudice against all oysters among 
loyal subjects of his Majesty, and if the 
bacteriologists and biologists of the uni- 
versities have views of their own on the 
subject of the proneness of the oyster to 
harbor the bacillus typhosus and impart 
the same to the good people who eat 
thereof, to say so would sufficiently sa- 
of majesté to suggest ‘the 
golden silence of the Greek,’’ or even 
the habitual reticence of the oyster him- 
self, as worthy of imitation. 

As a matter of fact, the Emperor has 
no need of better authority for discrimi- 
nating against English oysters than he 
may glean from English sources. From 
recent reports of the Public Health Com- 
mittee of the London County Council the 
contamination of shellfish by sewage has

As the result of investigations which 
have been given to the public, the Brit- 
ish trade in shellfish of all kinds is at 
the présent time in a state of paralysis. 
Not half the number of oysters or cockles 
are consumed that were required to meet 
the demands of the market a year ago, 
and the same is true of whelks, winkles, 
mussels, and scallops. There is also a 
popular suspicion of certain varieties of 
food fish which are known to be caught 
in waters liable to infection. One of the 
leading oyster merchants of London is 
quoted as follows by The Daily Chron- 
icle: 

London is now practically secure against 
infection from shellfish, owing to the pre- 
cautions adopted by the Fishmongers’ Com- 
pany; but such restrictions do not exist in 
the provinces. The variety Londoners con- 
sume just now come chiefly from the 
Brightlingsea, the Mumbles, Rainham, 
Whitstable deep-sea beds, as well as direct 
from America and Holland. At least one 
large London restaurant has given up the 
sale of oysters altogether, and discharged 
its ‘“‘oysterman,” while several others 
have removed oysters from their menus. 
The Continental trade, too, has been con- 
siderably reduced, although it has not suf- 
fered to the same extent. In fact, the 
trade all round has been hit very hard. As 
an instance of this, I may mention that 
my own firm just before Christmas were 
selling 25,000 oysters a day, whereas we 
now average under 3,000, with the prospect 
of a further reduction. 

From every point of view this is a se- 
rious matter. Not only is an important 
industry reduced to a condition of par- 
tial paralysis, but the food supply is cur- 
tailed at a time when such curtailment 
cannot fail to be sharply felt. 

The oyster is a subject of as much in- 
terest to New York as to London or Ber- 
lin. A consensus of conservative medical 
opinion warrants the belief that typhoid 
fever is often caused by raw oysters and 
clams. Very many of the oysters have 
been transplanted. From their native 
beds they are taken to beds where they 
“drink” the brackish water of tidal 
flow over the bars of streams polluted 
with sewage. This treatment fattens 
and bleaches them, and makes them 
attractive. These trans- 
planted oysters are much more like- 
ly to be dangerous than those fresh from 
| their native beds where the water is 

purer. From the point of view of the 

bacteriologist suspicion attaches to the 
oysters from the “drinking beds” 
near New York. Our Board of Health has 
had this matter under consideration for 
some time, and has refrained from tak- 
\ ing action only because with its present 
| organization it would find difficulty in 
| enforcing its own rules against the sale 
| of infected shellfish. Enough consumers 
{ are already nervous to make the sale of 

oysters under responsible guarantees a 

very attractive business. There are

BABY FOOD. 

A large arfd glowing section of periodi- 
cal literature has been said to repose 
on the twin bases of corsets and baby 
food. Both articles are of undisputed 
prominence in the world’s modern mar- 
kets and afford a justification for no end 
of advertising outlay to push their rival 
claims. Both are rather recent arrivals 
in the mercantile field, but they come in 
with a competitive rush born of the act- 
ive demand for both of them which was 
found to exist as soon as they were of- 
fered. For the baby food, it was thought 
of old that nature had made provis- 
ion to meet that need equal to all its 
urgencies and that the presumptuous 
artifice which would offer a substitute 
for it would be something closely verg- 
ing on impiety—a tampering with the 
springs of life at their fountain head 
threatening no end of injurious conse- 
quences to the tender upgrowing genera- 
tions, 

Notwithstanding the plausibility with 
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which their claims were urged, it could 
not fail to be remembered that in 
the procession of the races nothing of 
this kind patented and with a trade 
mark had been found essential to their 
vigorous and healthy development. In 
the generally irrefragable prolixities of 
ARISTOTLE, here named because he thrust 
his expositorial finger into every possible 
pie, no mention of any baby food is 
found, nor any sign that beyond the nat- 
ural provision referred to any was need- 
ful. The early Greek infant grew into 
proportions of remarkable beauty and 
into mental and spiritual potency and 
graces never surpassed without any such 
supplementary elements of sustenance. 
The wisdom of Socrates and the elo- 
quence of PLaTo and the courage of 
MILTIADES were nurtured upon the pro- 
vision which nature supplied without a 
registered trade mark or vociferous af- 
firmations of its superiority. It is quite 
possible that the modern period has de- 
veloped infantile needs hitherto un- 
known, but on this point it is only the 
professional physiologist and medical 
counselor who is entitled to speak with 
authority. 

It is, however, not beyond the prov- 
ince of the layman to interpose a word 
of remonstrance when for.‘any rea- 
son these dietetic innovations take on too 
extravagant and daring a character. For 
example, there can be little doubt that 
the Cleveland infant which recently ate 
up the marriage certificate of its sister, 
fresh from the proper official source, 
punched, rubber-stamped, and 
certified, had been gradually hardened 
by practice to all existing varieties of 
patent baby food, and came thus to the 
perpetuation of this dietetic eccentricity 
after a course of discipline leading nat- 
urally up to some exploit of the kind. 
The moral of the occurrence admits of 
various formulation, but it ought to con- 
vey the lesson that moderation and dis- 
crimination in the use of baby foods is 
the part of parental wisdom, and if this 
is not exercised with due vigilance ex- 
posure of marriage certificates in the 
precincts of the nursery is attended with 
a form of peril hitherto unsuspected, but 
now shown to be quite real and of unde- 
termined injurious possibilities.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—-Salvador, the smallest but most 
thickly populated of the Central American 
““republics,” has been an independent na- 
tion since 1889, and for some time before 
that it was a State in a self-governing fed- 
eration. It is, therefore, far from the 
youngest in the sisterhood of peoples, and 
ought to have learned a good deal. Appar- 
ently it has learned something, for it has 
just managed to effect a peaceful transfer 
of its Presidency from the General whose 
term of office had expired to the General 
who had been elected to succeed him. This 
has not happened before, it is reported, for 
an even fifty years, and the citizens of 
Salvador are much delighted by their at- 
tainment to so lofty a level of political 
virtue. The achievement is not an unim- 
portant one, since, having tried the experi- 
ment once, they may not wait another fifty 
years before trying it again, and, with a 
few repetitions, the necessity for using 
quotation marks when referring to Salva- 
dor as a republic may disappear. How- 
ever, before making many deductions from 
this peaceful transfer of power in a land 
where it has hitherto always been effected 
by means of a revolution, it will be judi- 
clous to await the popular verdict upon the 
innovation. It is not at all certain that 
the change will give general satisfaction. 
Picturesqueness and excitement are lack- 
ing from an inauguration according to the 
forms of law, and a lot of men must have 
been deprived of their accustomed employ- 
ment as soldiers of fortune in the pay of 
ambitious statesmen, Possibly the change 
of heart among the leaders may lead to 
revolution of a sort entirely new in Latin 
America—a revolution started and main- 
tained by the people for their own purposes, 
Perhaps that would accomplish more than 
a carefully arranged and successfully exe- 
cuted shift of military dictators. 


—Having returned to Vienna, of course 
Dr. Lorenz is telling his friends what he 
thinks about the Americans, That he speaks 
of this as “a magnificent country inhabit- 
ed by noble people’ will not be counted to 
him by us for quite as much wisdom now as 
it would have been fifty or even twenty 
years ago, but the words still have a pleas- 
ant sound, coming from one whose esteem 
we value so highly, and they more than bal- 
ance the doctor's references to “ the tyran- 
ny of the American toastmaster”’ and our 
attempts to * banquet the visitor to death.” 
As to his fatigues while here, he should 
remember—and doubtless does—that the ex- 
cess of our recognition was due to the ne- 
cessity under which he placed many cities 
to do him honor, and the natural inclina- 
tion of each to show its gratitude in about 
the same way as all the others. But, while 
we do not complain because he was tired 
by what we perfectly well know would 
have become tiresome to anybody, native 
or foreigner, we do feel a little grieved that 
he should have mitigated his compliments 
to the American woman by saying, ‘‘ She 
cannot cook, and, according to President 
ROOSEVELT, she will not marry.”’ She can 
cook, and does, whenever need arises, and 
not only does she marry, but the President 
never said that she didn’t. He may have 
said worse, but he didn’t say that, and Dr. 
LORENZ was here long enough to know 
that he couldn't have said it. The really 
important part of the doctor’s report upon 
us, however, secms to have been that in 
which he denied that American men are 
dollar-seekers and nothing clse, as other 
Continental observers have so often an- 
nounced—after visiting a few of our Stock 
Lexchanges and abattoirs. Dr. LoRENz had 
the best of reasons for learning that we 
have occasional thoughts for something 
besides money, and some little attention to 
bestow upon men noted for other things 
than wealth. No foreign millionaire ever 
did or will receive the welcome or the 
farewell that was given to Dr. LORENz, 
and his claim to public recognition rested 
solely on his ability to set the dislocated 
bones of little children. 


—Under a pressure of public sentiment 
that threatened really to hurt somebody if 
not soon diverted, the Manhattan Com- 
pany recently lengthened a good many of 
its trains by a car, and, according to its 
own accounts, ran the trains on shorter 
headway. The added cars we could all see, 
and the added trains—well, they were visi- 
ble, too—to the eye of faith. At any rate, 
for one or both of these reasons, there was 
for a while an appreciable improvement in 
the elevated service, and, while travel was 
not exactly comfortable, it became easily 
endurable—for experienced New Yorkers— 
and an agile passenger could often enter or 
quit a car without losing anything more 
valuable than a button or two, But those 
happy days are past. The public mind has 
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turned to other things, the pressure on the 
company has relaxed, and a gradual return 
to the old conditions is not only in prog- 
ress, but it is already far advanced. The 
extra cars are no longer as frequently to 
be seen as they were, vacant seats no long- 
er affright the eye anywhere except at the 
terminals, and even there one has to look 
quick to see them, and the interval between 
the trains is lengthening with the vernal 
days. The crowding at the rush hours is 
not yet quite as bad as it was before we 
all sat up and howled so fiercely, but it 
promises to be as bad in a few weeks, and 
there is evidently need for more howling. 
It should begin at omce. Under compulsion 
the company did what it had so often de- 
clared to be impassible—that is, ran more 
and longer trains—but it is only going to 
keep up what it regards as a useless ex- 
pense while the compulsion persists. 

—A story that comes all the way from 
Nevada City—and probably hasn't de- 
creased in size any on the way—is likely 
to make the canine tribe tremble for its 
long-recognized monopoly, since the tale 
credits a horse with acts and emotions of 
which, among animals, only dogs are sup- 
posed to be capable. This horse belonged 
to one ROBERT MANSON, an old pioneer who 
lived in a cabin at some distance from the 
road. Two men who happened to pass that 
way saw the horse standing by the road- 
side and manifesting as well as he could 
a desire that they should follow him back 
into the hills. Their curiosity aroused, they 
did 30, and found MaANson dead in his 
cabin. After the inquest and the funeral 
the Fublic Administrator took possession 
of the property, including the horse, and 
the latter, awaiting the settlement of the 
estate, was turned out to pasture many 
miles irom his old home. There he re- 
mained until two weeks ago, when he dis- 
appeared. It was supposed that he had 
been stolen, and the case was put in the 
hands of the Sheriff, who, after searching 
vainly in other directions, went to the lone- 
ly cabin, and there, dead on the grave of 
the old miner, found the missing horse. 
All this is told with much particularity, 
and—it may be true. With a dog for hero, 
the story would have excited few doubts, 
but a horse is not a very sentimental ani- 
mal, as a rule, and though the conditions 
in which this horse lived with his master 
were such as to make likely an unusual 
amount of friendship between them, the 
story still does seem to be one that 
wouldn't be the worse for half a dozen 
good affidavits. And no affidavits go 
with it. 





——Although the investigations of the 
State Board of Health have not resulted in 
a positive determination of the way in 
which the water supply of Ithaca was in- 
fected, the way in which it might have 
been, and probably was, done is pointed 
out in the bulletin now issued, and, with 
an adequate cause for the epideimnie re- 
vealed, there is little use in looking for 
any other. In one of the three ravines 
through which the city’s water is collected 
a colony of foreign laborers was encamped 
during the Fall and early Winter, work- 
ing on a storage dam. The sanitary con- 
diticns of this sequestered settlement of 
ignorant laborers were known only to them- 
selves and the contractor, but they can be 


readily imagined, and a single case of 
typhoid there would render inevitable 
all that has since happened. It may 
or may not be possible now to as- 
certain that the epidemic was started 
in this manner, but the chance for 
it was large, and no mention is made 
of precautionary measures. Perhaps simi- 
lar risks have been run in the course of 


most watershed operations. That does not 
affect Ithaca’s responsibility, however, nor 
does it change the fact that all her fever 
victims have died of a disease that could 
have been predicted as well as prevented. 


Estimate of Benedict Arnold. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Every reader of American history has 
possibly been very much surprised on read- 
ing Mr. Snyder's letter in your issue of 
March 2.

Mr. Mitchell, assisted by his district lieu- 
tenants, expounded in detail the position 
which the Mine Workers’ Union has taken 
for the payment on the basis of the weight 
of coal before being taken from the mines. 

The following statement regarding the 
meeting Was given out by the commission 
late this afternoon: 

“The anthracite coal strike commission 
met to-day for the purpose of a consulta- 
tion with the counsel and representatives 
of the miners and the coal operators to 
enable the commission to avoid any mis- 
understanding as to matters under its con- 
sideration, but not to submit to the parties 
any conclusions reached by the commis- 
sion or any form of any award. One of 
the difficult subjects with which the com- 
mission has had to deal is that of paying 
for coal by weight rather than by car. 
Various methods have been suggested as a 
substitute, some of which were not touched 
upon at length in the voluminous testimony 
before the commission. It was necessary 
therefore for the commission to meet coun- 
sel on both sides and have a free and frank 
talk with them. Such a consultation could 
not have taken place had it been open to 
the public. No additional testimony was 
asked for or offered. 

“The commission is hard at work upon 
its report, sitting late at night and making 
every endeavor to reach a speedy conclu- 
sion, but just when a decision can be 
reached cannot be stated.”’

RAPID TRANSIT AFFAIRS. 


Board Discusses the 104th Street Station 
Again—Alternate Plan for East 
Side Subway. 


Controller Grout cast an old apple of dis- 
cord into the midst of the Rapid Transit 
Commission yesterday afternoon by intro- 
ducing anew the subject of the proposed 
subway station at One Hundred and Fourth 
Street and Central Park West. This station 
the one with which the board played 
battledore and shuttlecock, first authoriz- 
ing it and later revoking the original ac- 
tion. As a result of the revocation inter- 
ested real estate men started a protest, 
charging that the board was not a proper 
protector of the public's affairs, 

The Controller brought to the meeting a 
report submitted by Prof. William H. Burr, 
expert engineer, to a committee of citizens 
who wanted the station. Prof, Burr stated 
that the station could be built without dif- 
ficulty so as to be ready in time for the 
opening of the tunnel, Chief Engineer Par- 
sons had expressed the opinion that the 
station would interfere seriously with the 
rest of the tunnel work in that vicinity. 

After the Chief Engineer had heard the 
Burr report he rose to point out numerous 
mistakes of fact therein. Mr, Grout inter- 
posed that the essential point was all right 
that the station could be built. The Con- 
troller added that the work must be start- 
ed at once in order to finish up on time 
After some discussion the Mayor and Com- 
missioner Orr suggested that the engineer 
be instructed to report fully on the matter 
next week. Mr. Low remarked that he did 
not think the building of the subway shopld 
be taken out of the hands of the engineer 
and given even in part to outside experts. 
The Mayor's suggestion was adopted. 

On motion of the Controller, the board 
instructed Mr. Parsons to prepare an alter- 
nate plan for an east side subway, so that 
a choice might be made between Lexing- 
ton Avenue, which was suggested in the 
Chief Engineer's original plans, and some 
other thoroughfare, like First Avenue. It 
was provided in the motion that the Ine, 
wherever built, should reach from the 
Bronx to the lower end of Manhattan, and | 
must be capable of connection with Brook- | 
lyn and with the subway now in process 
of construction, 

At Mr. Parsons’s suggestion it was decid- 
ed to instruct the sub-contractors of the 
Forty-second Street subway section to put 
on extra shifts of workmen and keep them 
on until the completion of the excavations 
from Park Avenue to Broadway.

Local Scheme for Full Valuation of Real 
Estate Approved. 


George E. Priest of Ithaca, J. Edgar 
Leaycraft of this city, Lester F. Stearn of 
Dunkirk, and Peter Deyo of Albany, com- 
posing the State Board of Tax Commission- 
ers, called on the local Tax Board yester- 
day. Under the law they are required to 
visit the local Tax Board in every county 
in the State once in every two years, and 
this city every year.

It is 
Stated that the Government has already 
Purchased ample land along the foreshore 


of the Firth of Forth, and that work of 
construction will be begun forthwith.

On Feb. 16 a confer- 
ence was held in London to discuss “ the 
desirapility of creating a North Sea squad- 
ton and of establishing a naval base on 
the east coast.’’ A number of Members of 
Parliament and naval experts were present. 

The most interesting portion of the pro- 
ceedings was the reading of a letter from 
George Meredith, the novelist, as follows: 

“We should be grateful to the Germans 
for their crusty candor in telling us of 
their designs upon us. They stir a som- 
nolent people, and without stooping to re- 
gard them as enemies, we can accept them 
as urgently stimulating rivais, whose aim 
is to be the first of the world powers, 
chiefly at our expense. The Kaiser, an 
timable gentleman, but not yet a fully- 
tried sovereign, has drawn in a deep breath 
of briny air, and would give it out in war- 
skips. Germany, once foremost among the 
nations for intellectual achievements, now 
spouts pan-Germanism over Europe, and 
seeks to command the North Sea. 

“For our part we have only to take the 
warning they give us, and be armed, sta- 
ticned, and alert. That is the way to pre- 
serve the peace. For pan-Germanism chal- 
lenges many foes, and a power ambitious 
to be preponderant in a great navy as well 
@S @ great army will tind its adversary 
within, besides those that press around it. 
A slumbering England will offer it the 
chance it craves before the inevitabie finan- 
cial strain brings it to the ground, A 
watchful England may look on calmly for 
that certain issue.”

BRITAIN’S FOOD IN WARTIME. 


Premier Balfour Tells a Deputation the 
Country Would Be Able to Get 
Enough Grain. 


LONDON, March 5.—Replying to a large 
and influential deputation which visited 
the Foreign Office to-day to urge the ap- 
pointment of a royal commission to inquire 
imto the question of the security of the food 
supply of Great Britain in time of war, 
Premier Balfour expressed the opinion that 
the danger Great Britain had to meet was 
mot the exclusion of grain and the raw ma- 
terials necessary for the country’s na- 
tional existence, but the cost of introduc- 
fing them. The country, he said, would get 
all it wanted if it were prepared to pay the 
price, and the question of price was ulti- 
mately a question of insurance. Sufficient 
stress was not laid upon the part neutrals 
would play in the event of a war There 
would be more than sufficient neutral ship- 

ing to supply Great Britain with grain, 

ut not with raw materials. 

As to the danger of a *‘ wheat corner,’ 
the Premier said he was unable to esti- 
mate its magnitude, but the country was 
exposed to this peril in time of peace as 
much as in wartime. He admitted that an 
inquiry into the matter was advisable, as 
it would tend to allay some unfounded 
fears as well as show that some of the dit- 
ficulties of the situation could not be 
wholly removed. 

Mr. Balfour added that he thought the 
inquiry ought to include the questions of 
insurance, the conditions of modern mari- 
time wariare, the methods by which com- 
merce could be protected and destroyed, 
and the amount of the actual grain supply 
of the country. He hoped, however, that 
nothing would be done to establish Gov- 
ernment machinery which would injure the 
national commercial machinery by 
Great Britain was supplied.

MR. WEYMAN’S RECITAL. 


Mr. Wesley Weyman, a local pianist 
quite unknown to the musical public of this 
city, appeared last evening at Mendelssohn 
Hail in a recital that produced a distinctly 
favorable impression of his abilities. He 
is A young man, but, so far as the music he 
played last evening allowed, he disclosed 
not a little ripeness of musical feeling and 


of pianoforte playing He imposed a severe 
handicap upon himself, it must be said, 
by the choice of music that he elected to 
play, for the recital was wholly devoted to 


piano pieces of Liszt, mostly unfamiliar 
ones Now, a programme made up of the 
music of one man is generally a trial to 
the spirit; very few composers can stand 
such a test, even the greatest, and when 
the music is that of Liszt's manufacture 
the result is indeed likely to be tedium 
raised to its highest power. Mr. Weyman 
brought to the task unflagging enthusi- 


asm and an obvicus sympathy, but he could 
not put into the music what is not there or 
make it appear other than it is—the vain 
strivings ot inordinate ambition to make 
shallow and commonplace ideas seem deep 
and poetic; their development to exasperat- 
ing prolixity through the skillful employ- 
ment of rich and manifold technical re- 
sources, and the covering thereby of a 
pitiful poverty of invention. 

Mr. Weyman played Liszt's second bal- 
lade, the ** Bénédiction de Dieu dans la 
Solitude,” the ‘* Funéraiiles,"’ and the 
*Cantique d’Amour” from the ‘* Harmo- 
nies Poétiques et Religieuses,”’ the 
‘** Waldesranschen,”’ and ** Gnomenreigen ’’ 
études; the One Hundred and Twenty-third 
Sonnet of Petrarch, from the ‘‘ Années de 
Pélérinage,’’ and the ** Mephisto Walzer.” 
He interested and pleased his audience 
through the thoroughly musical qualities 
that he’ expended—wastefully, it seemed— 
upon this music. He has intelligence and 
a fine feeling for the larger aspects of the 
compositions he plays, and is concerned 
as much for their spirit as for their letter. 
The beauty and fullness of his tone, and 
his nice sense for dynamic gradation are 
especially noteworthy. To say that his 
technique was sufficient to compass most 
of the difficulties offered by Liszt's ornate, 
‘‘arpeggiate ’’ pianoforte style is to say 
that it is very considerably developed; yet 
it did not appear to be of striking brillian- 
cy nor absolutely impeccable last evening, 
though sufficient for his purposes. Mr. 
Weyman certainly showed promise at this

“The situation Is sad enough for us with- 
out exaggeration,” he said. ‘‘ Yet we are 
growing accustomed to see the facts per- 
verted day by day in reports sent out 
from Ithaca to the metropolitan news- 
papers. It has been established that the 
cause of the epidemic was the carelessness 
of some Italian laborers employed by the 
city last Winter, and the expert bacteriolo- 
gists inform me that water is not a culture 
medium for typhoid germs, but simply a 
medium of transmission. It is not to be 
denied that the city’s Water Department is 
far from perfect, but since this epidemic 
started both the local authorities and those 
of the university had certainly done all 
they could to find a remedy. 

“Whut has happened to us is some- 
thing that might have happened by un- 
fortunate accident to any other town in 
the country, in consequence of a case of 
typhoid on the borders of the stream fur- 
| nishing the local water supply. There is 
no fairness in persisting in attacks on the 
: university, which is exerting its best efforts 
|} to help matters. It would be just as fair 
to attack the management of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania because there are 
now 4,000 cases of the disease in the City 
of Philadelphia. The epidemic is injuring 
us at the university; it must injure us. 
But things are bad enough as they are 
without imaginary additions.

A rule for the boiling of ail water 
in domestic use was adopted some time | = 
ago, and is being enforced well, except 
among those who are so careless that the) 
will take poison knowingly. The university 
is at work to provide a new system of 
supply. Sites for artesian wells have been 
selected, a scheme of filtration is under 
advisement, and a third method under con- 
sideration is the procuring of a far-away 
lake from which to draw future supplies.

RIGHT TO ARREST FOR SLANDER.—An oOr- 
der of the City Court vacating an order of 
arrest obtained by Louis Juskovitz against 
Abraham Rafsky, because the latter called 
him a thief, has been reversed by the Ap- 
pellate Term. The order was granted on 
an affidavit which stated that the action 
was to recover damages “ for a malicious 
slander.”’” Section 549 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure allows an order of arrest to be 
granted in an action for a personal injury, 
and Section 3,343 includes slander among 
personal injuries. The Appellate Term, by 
Justice Gildersleeve, holds that the papers 
on which the order was granted were suf- 
ficient. The order of arrest stated that the 
ground on which it was issued was ** def- 
amation of character of plaintiff.’’ This 
statement, Justice Gildersleeve says, may 
| be construed as equivalent to “ slander.’
